The Story of the Opera 


The action of the Opera is laid in Aragon and the 
surrounding mountains in the early years of the 
fourteenth century 


Prologue 


The Opera opens with a Prologue, set in the guardroom 
of the Royal Palace of Aliaferia, in which Ferrando, an old 
retainer of the Count Di Luna, relates to the soldiers how, 
many years before, the younger brother of the Count was 
supposed to have been bewitched by an old gipsy woman. 
The sorceress was captured and burnt. Her daughter, 
Azucena, in revenge for her mother’s death, stole the child, 
intending to kill it, but relenting brought him up as 
her own son, Manrico 


ACT 1.—Scene 1

The Count di Luna is in love with Leonora, a lady-in-waiting 
to the Queen of Aragon, but she has given her heart to an 
unknown Minstrel Knight whom she met at a tourney, and 
who has serenaded her frequently since. The Count disturbs 
a rendezvous between the two, and recognises the Knight 
as Manrico, the leader of the forces in rebellion against the 
King. He challenges him to a duel.

Manrico has been wounded in the duel, but has escaped 
to the stronghold of the gipsies. Azucena tells Manrico of 
her mother’s death at the hands of the old Count, and of how 
she stole his son and reared him as her own. News reaches 
Manrico that Leonora, believing him to have been killed, is 
about to enter a convent. He rushes away to prevent her.

Leonora hastens to tell Manrico of his deliverance, but she 
is in extremis, and dies at his feet. The Count discovers 
what has happened, and orders Manrico to instant execution.
